Laird Silent About More 
Liberation Raids In North

Rapid transit linking Marin and San Francis­ 
co would cost at least $495 million just for a sys­ 
tem of buses running on an exclusive right-of-way 
from Novato to downtown Market Street.

$690,000 plan for transit through the year 2015. 
Paying for rapid transit, they said, even with 
the federal government kicking in two-thirds of 
the capital, would require a bond issue up to $277 
million to be approved by the voters in the six- 
county district.

The consultants detailed five possible sy.s- 
tems of rapid transit, with varying combinations 
of an underwater tube between Saiisalito and 
Aquatic Park, a second deck on the bridge for 
transit and a new bridge to carry rail rapid trans­ 
it from San Rafael to Richmond. All five general­ 
ly depend on using existing railroad rights-of-way 
within Marin. 
None goes farther north than Novato, on the 
ground that patronage north into Sonoma County 
will be too low during the 45-year planning peri- 
* 
od to justify anything more elaborate than a sys­ 
tem of feeder buses to the Novato terminal. 
The length of the planning period was deter- 
m i n e d by the assumptions that 1975 w^as the 
earliest year in which bonds could he sold, and 
that 40 years w as the normal bond repayment pe­ 
riod for such mammoth projects. 
The district has scheduled 20 public hear­ 
ings on the five choices, after which the directors 
will select one, or a combination of elements from 
several of them, for submission to the Legislature 
by the end of March. 
The plan was ordered by the 1969 Legisla­ 
ture w'hen it empowered the district to get into all 
forms of transit. The 1969 law did not require 
that the plan be approved by the 1971 Legisla­ 
ture, but the implied threat was that the district 
would be dissolved unless its plan met with gen­ 
eral favor among the state legislators.

The rigid and 
time-consuming controls are ac­ 
cepted as normal. 
Posters and billboards tell the 
visitor he just entered the capi­ 
tal of the GDR (German Demo­ 
cratic Republic), the, state of 
workers and farmers. A new 
world, separated from ours not 
only by different political and 
economical systems and ideo­ 
logical barriers, but also exem­ 
plified by the people. Though 
German, the ones in the east 
are totally different. 


“Say, you must be from the 
West.” A Western visitor cam 
be spotted quite easily. He 
wm-t be alone for long. On 
the street, in streetcars, or in 
restaurants. East Berliners or 
visitors from Saxonia or Thur­ 
ingia seek contact with him. 


They are friendly, very frank, 
outspoken, and very critical of 
their system. Buut all display 
a l m o s t breath-taking pessi­ 
mism.

DEATHS 
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prices of commodities other 
than food rose 0.6 per cent in 
October, twice the usual rate 
for that month, but food prices 
declined 0.2 per cent including 
a 0.3 per cent decline for food 
in supermarkets. However, the 
price of the Thanksgiving Day 
turkey is up more than nine per 
cent. 
The cost of consumer servi­ 
ces went up 0.5 per cent, 
slightly less than in September 
and about in line with the 
monthly average for the last 
six months. 
But the cost of transportation 
shot up 1.9 per cent during the 
month. This included a 5.4 per 
cent increase in new car prices, 
a 2.3 per cait advance in used 
car prices and a 1.3 per cent 
increase in gasoline prices. 
The cost of clothing and its 
upkeep went up 0.9 per cent, 
including

apparel 
The decline in food prices 
was paced by a 5 per cent 
decline in egg prices and a 1.3 
per cent decrease in prices of 
fruits and vegetables. Prices 
for meats, poultry and fish 
went down 0.8 per cent but 
dairy products went up 0.5 per 
cent 
due mainly 
to higher 
prices for fresh ^milk. 
Despite the lower food costs 
at supermarkets, the cost of 
eating food at restaurants went 
up 0.4 per cent.

AT8cT has filed a new schedule of rates with 
the Federal Communications Commission 
which increases charges for customer-dialed 
interstate call s during weekday business hours 
and for all operator-assisted interstate calls. 
All rates for calls you dial yourself without 
operator asslstauce 'hi lha eveulugs, at night, 
on weekends or on holidays will remain un­ 
changed or be reduced. 
The new rates are filed to become effective 
on lanuary 19.1971. 


Here are the specific provisions of the 
new rates for out-of-state calls: 
1. Rates for station-to-station calls you dial 
yourself without operator assistance from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday through Friday, 
will be increased— up to 10 cents for the 
first three minutes. 
2t Rates for aE operator-assisted calls (in­ 
cluding person-to-person, credit-card. 
collect, and coin telephone caUs) will be 
increased in amounts ranging from 5 
cents to 30 cents for the first three minutes. 
3« Where rates for the first three minutes 
of a call are increased, the rates for each 
additional minute will be inc^reased in a 
range of one cent to five cents. 
4t Rates for station-to-station calls you dial 


yourself without operator assistance dur­ 
ing evenings, nights, or weekends will re­ 
main the same—or. in a few cases, actually 
be reduced. For example, the rate for calls 
dialed coast-to-coast from 8 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
Saturday, or 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Sunday, will 
still be 70 cents for the first three minutes. 


This will be the first general increase in in­ 
terstate Long Distance rates in 17 years. Dur­ 
ing that period, in spite of continuing inflation, 
interstate Long Distance rates have been re­ 
duced repeatedly. Even with the increase, the 
level of these rates will still be about 14 percent 
below the 1953 level. Yet in those 17 intervening 
years, the cost of living has gone up 47 percent. 
The new rates recognize the higher labor 
and equipment costs associated with operator- 
assisted calls, and are designed to increase 
total revenues from Interstate service by about 
six percent. 
We have filed for the increase so that we 
can assure adequate earnings to attract in­ 
vestors in a money market which, like every­ 
thing else, has felt the impact of inflation. This 
ability to attract new capital is essential if we 
are to continue to provide high-quality tele­ 
communications service and meet the growing 
demands for communications services in this 
country.

But that recommendation was 
not sent in writing to the coun­ 
cil 
The plans were presented 'to 
the council by Alan Ribera 
the Oakland landscape architec­ 
ture firm of Ribera and Sue. In 
addition to the fountain and pla 
za, his proposal calls for instal­ 
lation of picnic tables, rest­ 
rooms., a muliiu.se: deck, strad.- 
dling Manor Creek, a spray pool 
adjacent to another section of 
the creek, chikken’s playground 
a'ppa.raiiis, a 
tennis prartice 
backstop, improved p a r k i n g 
area and a turfed area suitable, 
Ribera said, for an art festival. 
Councilman Frank J. O’Con­ 
nell’s reaction to Ribera’s pres­ 
entation was to say that except 
for the reslrwrns “'you, haven’t 
changed a thing.” 
Ribera estimated the 
total 
cost of the proposal at $121,025. 
O’Connell said 'the city 'wO'Uld 
never be able to afford that 
without a bond issue.

Mrs. Lestanguet, city clerk 
since being appointed to the pos­ 
ition in MWO, also had served as 
city administrator since Febru­ 
ary 1009 when the C o u n c i l 
nam.ed her to the poS'ltion to re­ 
place David J. Sumbardo wbo 
reaigned under pressure. 
Last August, the council fired 
her as city administ.r.ator 'dfeC' 
ttve next Jan. 1 and voted to 
hire a ‘‘full-time professional” 
adrn'inistra'tor by the beginning 
of the year. 
Mrs. Lestanguet’s term 
as 
city clerk, to which she won 
election In 1W8, expires in 1972. 
Her p r e p a r e d resignation, 
which she handed silently to 
each of the five coundlmen, fol­ 
lowed almost an hour of council 
discussion on how to screen ap­ 
plications for the position of city 
a.d.minis.'trator. 
The council delayed acting cm 
the resignation until its Dec. 14 
meeting, but their comments, 
after a. lO'ng silence, Indicated It 
would be accepted. 
“I wouldn’t ask her to stay 
on., simply becauisC' of the .abuse 
we’ve given her,” said Frank J. 
O’Connell, adding ‘‘1 think this 
is a real sad thing. 1 think we 
deserve it.”

Lestanguet Aug. 29, she was a 
central figure in .angry 'Cha'rges 
exchanged by O’Connell and 
Souza. 
0''Connell, charged 'the move 
to fire her began after she

—paid at city c'xpense —as a 
separate item in the proposed 
budget. O’Connell said the firing 
was ‘‘vindictively schemed and 
maneuvered.” 
Souza denied the allegation at 
a meeting two days later.

Environment— Some Places 


“Consistency, thou art a j e w e 1,” 
says an old proverb. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto of San Francis­ 
co obviously is no believer in this prov­ 
erb. He doubtless would subscribe in­ 
stead to Ralph Waldo Emerson’s: “.A 
foolish consistency is the hobgoblin of 
little minds.” 
Last week, Mayor A l i o t o and Lt. 
Gen. Stanley R.. Larsen, Sixth Army 
commander, ceremoniously signed a 
three-page memorandum in which the 
Army, via General Larsen, promised 
not to build more housing at the Presi­ 
dio of San Francisco, and to provide 
the city with information on all “mas­ 
ter planning, construction and real es­ 
tate utilization” within the series of 
forts on the San Francisco side of the 
Golden Gate that make up the Presi­ 
dio. 


THE ARMY WAS agreeing to do 
this, said Mayor A l i o t o,. to preserve 
the wooded beauty and open space of 
the Presidio. The Army and the city 
las represented by its mayor) are sensi­ 
tive to the necessity of preserving such 
open space as part of San Francisco’s 
environment, he explained. 
.-\s to where the housing would be 
put if the Army n e e d e d any more, 
General Larsen took care of that very 
* simply: Put it across the: Golden Gatei 
at Fort Baker in Marin County. 
There was no mention whatever of 
any agreement with Marin County to 
share master-planning for Forts Bak­ 
er, Barty and Cronkite, which are un­ 
der Presidio Jurisdiction. Nobody even 
suggested such a thing. 
It was quite a feather in the hatband 
of Mayor Alioto. He appeared in the 
role of preserver of San Francisco’s 
beauty and. environ:m,ent — even at the 
cost of maybe p l a y i n g hob with a 
p l a n n e d scenic park in neighboring 
Marin County.

AT THE SAME TIME the m a y o r

Signs Begin To Warn Citizens 
Of Bigger Tax Bite By State

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Oiie 
by. one, a l , m o s t unnoticed, 
warning signs ,are coming up 
concerning the financial situa­ 
tion of the state for the next 
fiscal year. 
Assembly Speaker Robert T. 
Monagan, R-Tracy, has an­ 
nounced there “probably will 
be a slight tax increase” at 
the next session of the legisla­ 
ture. 
But more to the point, A. 
Alan Post, legislative analyst, 
has stated California is facing 
a serious f i n a n c i a 1 crisis, 
which threatens to become 
worse. 
Post’s statement was made 
to the state Senate Finance 
Committee, which met earlier 
to gO' over the situation in a 
preliminary way. And the situ­ 
ation doesn’t look good, from 
the taxpayer’s standpoint. 
This situation has repeated 
itself virtaally a,nnually for 
more years than we care to 
remember. The program will

be to find ways of raising 
more money from an already 
imposed-upon p u b l i c , which 
virtually for the past genera­ 
tion, or at least sin,ce World 
War II, has known no surcease 
from the need for more money 
to operate an expensive gov­ 
ernment. 
Post po,mts out that 'the 
state’s fiscal pkt'ure is at 
about the same status_ as it 
was last May. This means 
about $300 million in added 
taxes will be required to main­ 
tain governm,ent in Califom.ia 
in the plush-style to w^ich, it is 
accustomed.

The consultants detailed five possible sys­ 
tems of rapid transit, with varying combinations 
of an underwater tube between Sausalito and 
Aquatic Park, a second deck on the bridge for 
transit and a new bridge to carry rail rapid trans­ 
it from San Rafael to Richmond. All five general­ 
ly depend on using existing railroad rights-of-way 
within Marin. 
None goes farther north than Novato, on the 
ground that patronage north into Sonoma County 
will be too low during the 45-year planning peri­ 
od to justify anything more elaborate than a sys­ 
tem of feeder buses to the Novato terminal. 
The length of the planning period was deter- 
m i n e d by the assumptions that 1975 was the 
earliest year in which bonds could be sold, and 
that 40 years was the normal bond repayment pe­ 
riod for such mammoth projects. 
The district has scheduled 20 public hear­ 
ings on the five choices, after which the directors 
will select one, or a combination of elements from 
several of them, for submission to the Legislature 
by the end of March. 
The plan was ordered by the 1969 Legisla­ 
ture when it empowered the district to get into all 
forms of transit. The 1969 law did not require 
that the plan be approved by the 1971 Legisla­ 
ture. but the implied threat was that the district 
would be dissolved unless its plan met with gen­ 
eral favor among the state legislators.

WASHINGTON (UP1) - The 
Senate has upheld a presiden­ 
tial veto for the first time since 
1965, in a victory for President 
Nixon that killed a proposed 
limit 
on 
political 
broadcast 
campaign spending. 
Democrats 
fell 
four 
votes 
short of the needed two-thirds 
majority Monday as the move 
to override Nixon's veto lost 58 
to 34. But there remained a 
possibility the Democrats might 
try to revive the proposal in 
another form before adjourn­ 
ment this year. 
Assistant Senate Democratic 
Leader Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., said he suggested to 
Sen. John 0. Pasture, D-R.I, 
floor manager of the bill, that 
the measure be attached as a 
rider 
to 
other 
legislation. 
Pastore 
was considering 
the 
move. 
‘The clear majority indicates 
it would have the support,” 
Kennedy 
said. 
“That's 
one 
opportunity that exists.” 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
Hugh 
Scott 
conceded 
the 
administration and Senate Re­ 
publicans worked hard to kill 
the bill. He said the effort was 
even greater than the one to 
confirm the nominations of two 


Supreme Court nominees who 
were rejected. 
As it turned out, the victory 
margin was larger than Scott 
anticipated. 
Nine Republicans 
broke ranks but their defections 
were offset by six Democrats, 
all but one from the South, who 
voted with Nixon. 
The bill -would have limited 
television and radio spending in 
general elections to seven cents 
per vote or $20.000 whichever 
was higher. Half that much 
could 
have 
been 
spent 
on 
primaries. 
Presidential and vice pres­ 
idential candidates would have 
been covered only in general 
elections. Candidates for Sen­ 
ate, 
House,

and 
lieutenant governor would have 
been covered in the general 
elections and primaries. 
Democratic National 
Chair­ 
man Lawrence O'Brien called 
the Senate's decision “a severe 
blow to reform of the incredibly 
expensive and exclusive cam­

dicated on the payroll records 
were filled in by another mem­ 
ber of the Mailer’s Union at the 
c o m p a n y and that Thurber 
could have signed the payroll 
sheet at any time July 4 and not 
necessarily when he allegedly 
left for the day at 5:15 p.m. 


Thurber is a member of the 
Mailer’s Union, an affiliate of 
the typographical union which 
has been on strike against the 
I-J since Jan. 7. 


Thurber, 45, testified yester­ 
day that he worked until 5:05 
p.m. July 4, the day Daly was 
shot, and arrived at his San 
Bruno home by bus at about 
6:45 or 6:50 p.m. 


Daly, who died 12 days later, 
was attacked, a c c o r d i n g to 
Wamsley, by himself and Larry 
G. Rutherford on the instruc­ 
tions of Thurber. 
Also testifying yesterday was 
Thurber’s 
daughter, 
Patricia 
Ledbetter, who attacked other 
prosecution testimony. 
Cohn placed T h u r b e r and 
Mrs. Ledbetter on the stand yes­ 
terday to attack testimony by 
prosecution 
witnesses

Thurber to Wamsley and Ruth­ 
erford and the shooting of Daly.

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were based on completion of a 
transit system by 1980, and as­ 
sumed an average inflation of 8 
per cent a year. 
The impact of inflation was 
clear in the 5495 million esti­ 
mate for bus rapid transit. The 
bridge district’s engineers last 
year figured the cost then at 
$313 million. 
The consultants, by the terms 
of their contracts, did not rec­ 
ommend which set of solutions 
they favored, but they did pro­ 
vide a benefit-cost ratio that 
s t r o n g l y favored bus rapid 
transit over a “ fixed guideway 
1 r a n s i t." The latter, unless 
there were a marked new devel­ 
opment in exotic h a r d w a r e , 
translates into rail transit. Ben­ 
efit in the ratio (the higher the 
ratio number, the better) was 
determined by economic devel­ 
opment that would result, and 
bv time saved by riders. 
The five choices, their total 
capital cost and benefit-cost ra­ 
tios were: 
ALTERNATIVE 1 - Fixed 
g u 1 d e w a y by subway under 
Geary and Post' to Park Presi­ 
dio, and north under the Presi­ 
dio to a transit lower transit 
deck on the bridge.

The summary of the con­ 
sultants’ reports also detailed 
annual net operating surplus­ 
es, cumulative net operating 
surpluses, annual debt service 
char ges, travel times and 
fares from major stations, 
peak period passenger loads 
and a host of other infomra- 
tion. 


The consultants warned that 
without a transit system, the 
Golden Gate corridor faced an 
inevitable “ automobile strangle­ 
hold." The bridge, they said, al­ 
ready was “ just about as crowd­ 
ed as it can get." 
They praised the district for 
instituting reversible lanes, a 
one-way toll system and a joint 
bus-ferry system, but concluded 
nevertheless that “ it is obvious 
that p o p u l a t i o n and traffic 
growth will outpace even the 
most imaginative p a r t -w a y 
measures." 


Okamoto-Liskamm, in its 


analysis of the impact of the 
vari ous choices, cautioned 
that all but alternative 4, 
which looped into the Ross 
V a 1 le y, would create new 
pressure for development in 
open space along the bay 
shoreline and would bypass 
most present commercial cen­ 
ters. 


Alterantive 4, however, would 
bypass San Rafael and create 
strong pressures for higher dens­ 
ities and residential and station 
areas in the Ross Valley.

East Berlin: lt#s Colorless, 
Completely Different World

News Service) 


WEST BER LIN - “ Lift your 
head. I want to see your face." 
The volks-polizei (people’s po­ 
lice) corporal looked at me and 
my passport, correct but un­ 
friendly, and after a moment of 
comparing the passport picture 
with the face he saw before him 
he waved me on through the 
Berlin wall 
at the 
Heinrich 
Heine Strasse checkpoint. 
I entered another country, an­ 
other world, even though I was 
still in Germany. The rigid and 
time-consuming controls are ac­ 
cepted as normal. 
Posters and billboards tell the 
visitor he just entered the capi­ 
tal of the GDR (German Demo­ 
cratic Republic), the. state of 
workers and farmers. A new 
world, separated from ours not 
only by different political and 
economical systems and ideo­ 
logical barriers, but also exem­ 
plified by the people. Though 
German, the ones in the east 
are totally different. 


“ Say, you must be from the 


West.” A Western visitor can 
be spotted quite easily. He 
won’t be alone for long. On 
the street, in streetcars, or in 
restaurants, East Berliners or 
visitors from Saxonia or Thur­ 
ingia seek contact with him. 


They are friendly, very frank, 
outspoken, and very critical of 
their system. Buut all display 
a l m o s t breath-taking pessi­ 
mism. 
Could it be that I only contact­ 
ed what the Communists wrould 
call “ saboteurs, enemies of the 
state, and subversionsts," that I 
met no one who would praise 
the virtues and success of the 
workers’ state? 
At any rate, no one expects 
great progress of the political 
future. And even my purposely 
optimistic remarks, like "the 
Bonn-Moscow 
non-aggression 
treaty will help improve our re­ 


lations," or “ the beginning in 
ter-German dialogue is bound to 
bring improvements," could not 
lift their spirits. 


“ You don’t believe that 


y o u r s e 1 f,” was the often- 
repeated answer. Our genera­ 
tion will not see an end to the 
division, perhaps our children 
. .. and a man next to me at 
an Alexanderplatz bar said: 


“ The only ones to profit from 
this so-called relaxation will be 
you in the West — as usual. We 
here won’t get 
to see 
any 
improvement.” 
On the spectator platform of 
Berlin’s highest building, the 
newly-constructed t e l e v i s i o n 
tower, East G e r m a n s only 
looked West into West Berlin —■ 
which was just switching on its 
lights. “ How bright it is there." 
a woman from E r f u r t re­ 
marked. And a n o t h e r said: 
“ You see over there, behind the 
church: That is the Wall.” 
No one would use the Commu­ 
nists’s terminology of The Wall 
being the “ GRD’s b u l w a r k 
against 
fascist 
aggression,

barrier of peace and security."

For the first time since 1953 
we are planning increases in the 
rates for many out-of-state calls. 


AT&T has filed a new schedule of rates with 
the Federal Communications Commission 
which increases charges for customer-dialed 
interstate calls during weekday business hours 
and for all operator-assisted interstate calls.

The new rates are filed to become effective 
on January 19,1971. 


Here are the specific provisions of the 
new rates for out-of-state caiis: 


1. Rates (or station-to-stetlon calls you dial 
yourself without operator assistance from 
8 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday through Friday, 
will be increased — up to 10 cents for the 
first three minutes. 
2. Rates for all operator-assisted calls (in­ 
cluding person-to-person, credit-card, 
collect, and coin telephone calls) will be 
increased in amounts ranging from 5 
cents to 30 cents for the first three minutes. 
3. Where rates for the first three minutes 
of a call are increased, the rates for each 
additional minute will be increased in a 
range of one cent to five cents. 
4. Rates for station-to-station calls you dial 


yourself without operator assistance dur­ 
ing evenings, nights, or weekends will re­ 
main the same—or, in a few cases, actually 
be reduced. For example, the rate for calls 
dialed coast-to-coast from 8 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
Saturday, or 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Sunday, will 
still be 70 cents for the first three minutes. 


This will be the first general increase in in­ 
terstate Long Distance rates in 17 years. Dur­ 
ing that period, in spite of continuing inflation, 
interstate Long Distance rates have been re­ 
duced repeatedly. Even with the increase, the 
level of these rates will still be about 14 percent 
below the 1953 level. Yet in those 17 intervening 
years, the cost of living has gone up 47 percent. 
The new rates recognize the higher labor 
and equipment costs associated with operator- 
assisted calls, and are designed to increase 
total revenues from interstate service by about 
six percent. 
We have filed for the increase so that we 
can assure adequate earnings to attract in­ 
vestors in a money market which, like every­ 
thing else, has felt the impact of inflation. This 
ability to attract new capital is essential if we 
are to continue to provide high-quality tele­ 
communications service and meet the growing 
demands for communications services in this 
country.

The commission accepted the 
plans in principle last June and 
recommended priority be given 
to a proposed fountain and plaza 
in the east corner of the park. 
But that recommendation was 
not sent in writing to the coun­ 
cil. 
The plans were presented to 
the council by Alan Ribera »f 
the Oakland landscape architec­ 
ture firm of Ribera and Sue. In 
addition to the fountain and pla­ 
za, his proposal calls for instal­ 
lation of picnic tables, rest­ 
rooms. a multiuse deck strad­ 
dling Manor Creek, a spray pool 
adjacent to another section of 
the creek, children’s playground 
apparatus, 
a 
tennis 
practice 
backstop, improved p a r k i n g 
area and a turfed area suitable, 
Ribera said, for an art festival. 
Councilman Frank J. O’Con­ 
nell’s reaction to Ribera’s pres­ 
entation was to say that except 
for the restrooms “you haven't 
changed a thing.” 
Ribera estimated 
the 
total 
cost of the proposal at $121,025. 
O’Connell said the city would 
never be able to afford that 
without a bond issue. 
Following discussion of the 
possibility of federal funds to 
help finance the park renewal, 
the council voted 4-1, with May­ 
or Frank J. Egger dissenting, to 
take the plan under advisement. 


Egger then said that $1,500 
was 
budgeted 
this 
year 
for 
working plans and he asked the 
council what should Ribera do 
next? 
While the council pondered 
whether to accept the park and 
recreation commission’s unoffi­ 
cial priority recommendation or 
whether to select a new priority 
area or whether to ask the com­ 
mission for a new and official 
recommendation, 
Ribera 
said 
he would give the city a 10 per 
cent discount on working plans 
for the plaza and fountain area. 
Those plans “are virtually 
complete,” he said, explaining 
that he had assumed the com­ 
mission’s unofficial recommen­ 
dation was, or would be, offi­ 
cial, and had gone ahead on 
working plans for the plaza and 
fountain. 
Councilman Robert R. Souza 
balked at the discount offer, 
saying that was a poor way to 
do business with the taxpayers’ 
money. . 
Following m o r e discussion, 
the council ignored its first vote 
to take the plans under advise­ 
ment and voted unanimously to 
accept the plans in principle 
and ask the commission for 
three priority recommendations. 
O n l y 
two 
commissioners, 
chairman 
Louis 
A. 
Soldavini 
and Noel Cimino, attended the 
meeting which was to have been 
a joint meeting of the commis­ 
sion and council. 
Commissioner Leonard J. Wil- 
genbush arrived later, in time 
for a discussion of vandalism 
and security at the Fairfax Pa­ 
vilion. 
The council appointed a com­ 
mittee to come up with recom­ 
mendations for increased secu­ 
rity and to report back to the 
council Dec. 14.

City Clerk 


Resigns

Frances R. L e s t a n g u e t 
stunned the Fairfax City Coun­ 
cil last night by submitting her 
resignation as city clerk effec­ 
tive Dec. 31. 
Mrs. Lestanguet, city clerk 
since being appointed to the pos­ 
ition in 1965, also had served as 
city administrator since Febru­ 
ary 1969 when the C o u n c i l 
named her to the position to re­ 
place David J. Sumbardo who 
resigned under pressure. 
Last August, the council fired 
her as city administrator effec­ 
tive next Jan. 1 and voted to 
hire a “ full-time professional” 
administrator by the beginning 
of the year. 
Mrs. 
Lestanguet’s 
term 
as 
city clerk, to which she won 
election in 1968, expires in 1972. 
Her p r e p a r e d resignation, 
which she handed silently to 
each of the five councilmen, fol­ 
lowed almost an hour of council 
discussion on how to screen ap­ 
plications for the position of city 
administrator. 
The council delayed acting on 
the resignation until its Dec. 14 
meeting, but their comments, 
after a long silence, indicated it 
would be accepted. 
“ I wouldn’t ask her to stay 
on, simply because of the abuse 
we've given her,” said Frank J. 
O’Connell, adding “I think this 
is a real sad thing. I think we 
deserve it.” 
“I d6n’t blame her,” Robert 
R. Souza said. Lee Nelder said 
his only complaint with Mrs. 
Lestanguet was “ she is too nice 
a person.” 
Comelis van Vliet termed the 
comments “just like a funeral 
— always talk nice of dead peo­ 
ple.” 
In August, O’Connell and van 
Vliet voted against firing Mrs. 
Lestanguet and hiring another 
administrator. 
Between the council’s vote 
Aug. 7 to hire a new administra­ 
tor and its official firing of Mrs. 
Lestanguet Aug. 29, she was a 
central figure in angry charges 
exchanged 
by O’Connell 
and 
Souza. 
O’Connell charged the move 
to fire her began after she 
placed a proposed allocation for 
Souza’s telephone credit card 
—paid at city expense —as a 
separate item in the proposed 
budget. O’Connell said the firing 
was “ vindictively schemed and 
maneuvered.” 
Souza denied the allegation at 
a meeting two days later. He 
said that one reason Mrs. Les­ 
tanguet wasn’t “ working out as 
city administrator is because 
Frank O’Connell and company 
won’t let her; and she has let 
them draw her into their parti­ 
sanship.” 
The resignation last night was 
preceded by prolonged discus­ 
sion of what to do with the 70 
applications, and 40 to 50 more 
expected, for the post of city ad­ 
ministrator. 
The council rejected various 
proposals and voted to meet in 
closed session to screen the ap­ 
plications. 
O’Connell and van Vliet voted 
against that motion, and the 
council postponed deciding when 
they will hold the closed session.

Restoring the youthful appear-i 
ance of a centenarian country 
train station has become the 
sentimental hobby of a group1 
from the San Geronimo Valley j 
Presbyterian Church. 


The antiquated station, once 
the commercial center of the 
San Geronimo Valley survived 
the Great Depression only be­ 
cause the church bought it for 
its sanctuary in 1935. 


However, a new church was 
constructed nearby in 1964 and 
the historic building became an 
aging shack in the way of 
church expansion. 


The church governing board 
doomed it last year because it 
had been ruled unsound and 
| was crowding the new church 
social wing. 


However, sentimental church 
members catalyzed by Eldon 
Halseth of W o o d a c r e andi 
George Shand of San Geronimo 
promised to move the building 
to a more convenient site and 
restore it for a museum. 


“ I was married in it myself 
12 years ago and I had senti­ 
mental feelings about it,” Hal­ 
seth said as he prepared to 
work on the building's new 
foundaiton Saturday. “ George 
felt the same way I did about 
it,” Halseth said. 


Sentiment was blended with a 
pinch of pity. “L ike' George 
says, ‘Anything that has stood 
for 100 years and gone through 
what this has gone through de­ 
serves to be saved.” 


The brown, shingled structure 
was a yellow, frame hub of ac­ 
tivity when the first North Pa­ 
cific Coast train steamed over 


the narrow guage tracks from 
Sausalito to Tamales in 1875. 


The station at the cross­ 
roads of Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard and San Geroni- 
mo-Nicasio Road was also a 
post office and Western Union 
telegraph office. 


In its days as a depot first for 
the Pacific and then for the! 
standard gague trains of the 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad, 
the two-story building had a 
combination waiting room and 
post office with an adjoining 
baggage room. The station mas- 
j ter lived on the second story. 


The station was extensively 
rebuilt for church purposes, 
Halseth said, hut the part- 
time restorers will return it to 
its original condition complete 
with p o t - b e l l y stove after 
moving the building. 


Although they saved the San 
Geronimo landmark a year ago. 
they only began working in ear­ 
nest in September, Halseth said. 


Moving the building is the 
easier part of the job. Halseth 
said the second phase is to learn 
the original layout of the build­ 
ing and reproduce it complete I 
with the wooden trim and an­ 
tique furnishings. 


“ Most of the stuff is going to 
have to he made. You can’t buy 
any of that stuff,” Halseth said. 


The group is also looking for 
j 
original trappings from the | 
station and is raising money 
for a vintage caboose. 


When the museum will be 
completed is anybody’s guess, 
I Halseth said. The group of vol­ 
unteers has been working Tues­ 
day and Thursday evenings and 
S a t u r d a y s , but, Shand cau­ 
tioned. “We decided when we 
started we’d take time off when 
it stopped being fun.”

Why would a person with a 
m aster’s degree in engineering 
work 
in

restaurant 
and 
smoke shop as a bookkeeper 
and parttim e seller of cigars? 
"Because I need the mon­ 
ey,” 
says 
25-year-old 
Mary 
Gilbert of Sausalito, who has 
bachelor of science and a m as­ 
ter of engineering d e g r e e s 
from Cornell University. 


Mary decided to settle in the 
Bay Area after attending Stan­ 
ford University for one quart­ 
er. Her family lives in New 
York, where she was reared in 
suburbia. 


"I SPENT two months going 


on interviews, mostly on the 


Peninsula 
and 
in 
the 
E ast 
Bay,” she says. “ There were 


few openings, but if I had been 
a man I am certain it would 
have been different." 
The only job she could find 
was with an insurance compa­ 
ny in a position sim ilar to an 
efficiency e x p e r t . She was 
bored with the work, having 
been trained in industrial engi­ 
neering to work for a heavy 
manufacturing company. 
“ My superiors admitted that 
my advancement was slow be­ 
cause I am a woman, in spite 
of being well qualified as an 


engineer,” she says. 
Finally after two years of 
working in the financial dis­ 
trict, Mary decided she hated 
the straight business world. 
A friend of a friend worked 
for the State Departm ent of 
H u m a n Resources Develop­ 
ment. so she asked him about 
using her engineering to work 
for a group, possibly charita­ 
ble, doing something she consi­ 
dered worthwhile. 


THE EMPLOYMENT coun­ 
selor told her, *if you want to 
do something like that you will 
have to start at the bottom as 
a clerk and work your way 
up.” 


MARY GILBERT sells c i g a r s and 
works as a bookkeeper in a Sausali­ 
to restaurant and smoke shop. Hold­ 
er of a master of engineering degree 
from C o r n e l l University, the 25- 
vear-old Sausalitan has found the in­ 


dustrial engineering field impossi­ 
ble to get into. “You will have to 
start at the bottom as a clerk and 
work your way up,” she was told be­ 
fore she decided to abandon the 9 to 
5 business world.

She found that women were 
not hired for jobs like that, she 
says. But women are hired as 
assistant m a n a g e r s of gift 
shops, doing some buying and 
book work, so Mary went to 
work in a Sausalito gift shop 
for about six months. Then she 
took her present job, also in 
Sausalito. It allows her certain 
freedoms — to w ear what she 
wants to work and to work the 
hours she wants. 
“ I got tired of doing things 
just for the sake of m oney,” 
she says. 
M ary applied to Cornell as 
an undergraduate after read­ 
ing in the engineer school bro­ 
chure that the school was co­ 
educational. 
She received 
a 
rejection alm ost im mediately 
from the dean of admissions. 
"It said that from the biog­ 
raphy that I sent with my ap­ 
plication, he did not think I 
was interested in the profes­ 
sion. but I felt I was being re­ 
jected because I wfas a wom­ 
an. So I wrote back asking for 
an interview, which was grant­ 
ed. 1 pleaded my case and got 
in.” she says. 
Cornell’s undergraduate en­ 
gineering school has a quota of 
600 men and four women. 


“ THE REASON for the quo­ 
ta, I was told, is that the uni­ 
versity has four beds ^et aside 
in the women’s dorm for the 
engineering s c h o o l . " Mary 
says. 
Graduate school, where she 
was one of three women, was 
easier to get into, Mary ex­ 
plains. since she already had a 
foot in the door. 
In school, Mary says, she 
was admired for her “ guts in 
studying for a profession in 
the male world." 
"It got bad when I went 
through sorority rush.” she 
says. 
“ Everyone 
asked 
the 
sam e two questions, ‘Where 
are you from ?’ and ‘What are 
you majoring in?’ Engineering 
surprised everyone so much, 
at first I was proud, then I got 
a little sick of it.” 
She did pledge Kappa Alpha 
Theta sorority. 
"I liked the girls so much, 
and after being in classes with 
only men all day, felt a need 
f o r female companionship,” 
she says. 


“1 AM on a physical fitness 
kick now,” M ary says. “ It will 
be my big thing for the next 
few months.” 
Mary says she doesn't want 
to look too far into the future, 
except for an Hawaiian vaca­ 
tion she has planned for after 
the first of the year.

It's Important To Save 


Environment— Some Places 


‘‘Consistency, thou art a j e w e 1,” 
says an old proverb. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto of San Francis­ 
co obviously is no believer in this prov­ 
erb. He doubtless would subscribe in­ 
stead to Ralph Waldo Emerson’s: “A 
foolish consistency is the hobgoblin of 
little minds.” 
Last week, Mayor A l i o t o and Lt. 
Gen. Stanley R., Larsen, Sixth Army 
commander, ceremoniously signed a 
three-page memorandum in which the 
Army, via General Larsen, promised 
not to build more housing at the Presi­ 
dio of San Francisco, and to provide 
the city with information on all “mas­ 
ter planning, construction and real es­ 
tate utilization" within the series of 
forts on the San Francisco side of the 
Golden Gate that make up the Presi­ 
dio. 


THE ARMY WAS agreeing to do 
this, said Mayor A l i o t o , to preserve 
the wooded beauty and open space of 
the Presidio. The Army and the city 
(as represented by its mayor) are sensi­ 
tive to the necessity of preserving such 
open space as part of San Francisco's 
environment, he explained. 
As to where the housing would be 
put if the Army n e e d e d any more, 
General Larsen took care of that very 
simply: Put it across the Golden Gate, 
at Fort Baker in Marin County. 
There was no mention whatever of 
any agreement with Marin County to 
share master-planning for Forts Bak­ 
er, BaiTy and Cronkite, which are un­ 
der Presidio jurisdiction. Nobody even 
suggested such a thing. 
It was quite a feather in the hatband 
of Mayor Alioto. He appeared in the 
role of preserver of San Francisco’s 
beauty and environment — even at the 
cost of maybe p l a y i n g hob with a 
p l a n n e d scenic park in neighboring 
Marin County. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


AT THE SAME TIME the m a y o r 
was taking his bows for signing up the 
Army to such an agreement, however, 
there was a lot of pulling and hauling 
going on in the San Francisco City Hall 
about another Alioto project: a pro­ 
posed 550-foot building to be erected 
by United States Steel Co. on pilings to 
be driven into the Bay on city port 
property. 
This is the port property, you may 
r e c a l l , which for many, many years 
was controlled by the state. The peo­ 
ple in the statehouse over in Sacra­ 
mento wouldn’t let San Francisco con­ 
trol its own port because, quite frank­ 
ly, they didn’t trust the San Francisco 
politicians. 
Last year, however, San Francisco 
legislators succeeded in getting a bill 
through to give the port back to the 
city. And not long after that, a series 
of proposals for development of port 
lands — not for shipping, but for real 
estate projects — started coming out 
of the San Francisco City Hall. Most 
controversial so f a r is the proposed 
U.S. Steel tower. 
NOW, S O ME MORE barracks or 
other housing on the Presidio would 
not make much difference to most San 
Franciscans. It could be concealed by 
all those trees that Mayor A l i o t o 
praised General Larsen for planting. 
But a 550-foot tower on the water­ 
front — over the water itself, in fact 
— would wTeck one of San Francisco's 
most prized vistas. It would, indeed, 
affect the environment — and not for 
the better. 
But Mayor Alioto is all for the tow- 
er. 
Yes, he obviously follows Emerson, 
who said also: “Speak what you think 
today in words as hard as cannon-balls, 
and tomorrow' speak what tomorrow 
thinks in hard words again, though it 
contradict everything you said today.”

In the judg­ 
m ent of observers with expert 
knowledge, t h e s e promises 
were not only unrealistic but 
deceptive. 
One thing is certain — the 
drug culture is spreading rap­ 
idly. It is spreading from the 
ghettos, where it has long been 
deeply embedded, to the white 
suburbs. In New York the esti­ 
m ate is 100.000 heroin addicts; 
in other cities — Washington, 
Cleveland, 
Chicago — from 
10,000 to 20,000. A startling sta­ 
tistic is the estim ate that 60 
per cent of the inm ates of New 
York City jails are addicts 
who committed crim es to get 
their daily fix. 
While the use of hard stuff 
—heroin, LSD — is increasing, 
the big spread is in m arijuana. 
A l m o s t everyone concerned 
agrees that m ore and more 
young are s m o k i n g grass, 
which is readily a v a i l a b l e 
from pushers. This being true, 
a great many p e o p l e — 
specialists, doctors, parents — 
are asking whether the present 
effort to punish those who sell 
and use m arijuana is the cor­ 
rect one. 


SO LITTLE is known from 
scientific research about the 
use of m arijuana that authori- 
t i e s im m ediately concerned 
are flying blind. 
A study two years ago by 
Drs. William McGlothlin and 
Jolvon West, psychiatrists at 
the University of Oklahoma, 
noted the hazards of continu­ 
ing use of the drug, one being 
the role it plays in encourag­ 
ing the hard stuff. 
But they pointed to several 
reasons to believe that m ari­ 
juana is less dangerous than 
alcohol. They said that “ socie­ 
ty is going ot have to take a 
more tolerant attitude toward 
m arijuana.” 
Sensational reports turn the 
young smokers off when the 
dire consequences are not con­ 
firmed by their own experi­ 
ence. The danger is that they 


will then believe that the perils 
in the use of hard stuff have 
sim ilarly 
been 
exaggerated. 
The resem blance to the prohi­ 
bition era, when a m assive il­ 
legal traffic in alcohol corrupt­ 
ed every aspect of American 
life, has some relevance. 


A STUDY of drugs and the 
young by a distinguished wom­ 
an physician, which will come 
out early next year, will advo­ 
cate legalization of m arijuana. 
It would be done with a gov­ 
ernm ent a g e n c y controlling 
the non-profit sale under care­ 
fully standardized conditions 
and with strict penalties pro­ 
tecting 
minors. 
This 
wou!d 
presumably eliminate one of 
the worst abuses, 
which 
is 
m arijuana laced with other 
more dangerous drugs, 
and 
the variations from the mild­ 
est 
and 
relatively 
nontoxic 
m arijuana to a form brought 
in from Mexico close to hash­ 
ish in potency. 


The argum ents on the other 
side are many. Even though 
m arijuana m ay be p r o v e d 
hardly more harm ful than al­ 
cohol. why 
legalize 
another 
drug when an estim ated 7 per 
cent of present users of alco­ 
hol are alcoholics, sick human 
beings? T hat’s several million 
people. And would not the le­ 
galization of m arijuana open 
the way to, say, 7 per cent of 
more of all m arijuana users 
becoming pot heads — a pot 
head being a chronic user as 
sodden with the stuff as an al­ 
coholic with booze? 


But 
the present situation, 
even with the federal law mod- ^ 
ified to make the use of m ari­ 
juana a misdemeanor rather - 
than a felony, is intolerable. A ' 
young 
college 
student 
who 
p r o v i d e d m arijuana to his 
roommates at a sm all profit 
was sentenced recently to 25 
years in prison. Laws vary in 
the 50 states, and conviction 
on a m isdemeanor can mean a 
year in an overcrowded city 
jail or house of detention. 


The facts/ given all the rhet­ 
oric about “ perm issiveness,” 
are hard to face up to. But 
they cannot be swept out of 
sight.

Puts U.N. in Quandary

As the United Nations com­ 
pleted its annual ritual of turn­ 
ing down Red China for U.N. 
m em bership and Red China’s 
supporters retired from 
the 
field, they did so with that old 
rallying cry of sports, “ wait 
’til next year.” 
In Washington and at United 
Nations headquarters in New 
York, the United States took 
note and declared it a “ new 
situation.” 
It was indeed, and it also 
was apparent th at the United 
States, for 20 years Nationalist 
China’s forem ost supporter in 
the U.N., would have io review 
its position between the Na­ 
tionalists on Form osa and the 
Reds on the m ainland. 


BY 51 TO 49, the U.N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly for the first time 
had given a m ajority vote to a 
resolution giving a seat for 
Red China in the world body. 
The same vote would have 
ousted the Nationalists. 
That it did not happen was 
due to a U.S.-sponsored resolu­ 
tion which declared it an “ im­ 
portant” question, thus requir­ 
ing a two-thirds m ajority. 
It was a situation which had 
m ore than its share of ridicu­ 
lous aspects. 
An im portant one was that 
although more than half the 
U.N. mem bership clearly sup­ 
ported Red China’s m em ber­ 
ship, the admission of a nation 
advocating violent revolution 
just as clearly would violate 
the U.N. C h a r t e r limiting 
m embership to those nations

RED CHINA’S Ninth Party 
Congress in Peking in April, 
1969, adopted a hard-line revo­

third of the mem bership, in­ 
cluding the United States, also 
could be denied U.N. m em ber­ 
ship. 


There were these other de­ 
tails:

China presum ably could 
veto any action threatening its 
seat. 


This would leave Red China 
as a m em ber of the General 
Assembly but not of the Secu­ 
rity Council. 
There also was the point

as advocated by the 
United States and m any oth­ 
ers. 
The idea that 800 million 
m ainland Chinese should be 
deprived of U.N. representa­ 
tion is in itself ridiculous.

Want To Start Fight In Novato? 


Just Mention Diablo Triangle 


If you want to start a fight 
in Novato, the magic words 
are "‘Diablo Triangle.” 


* That’s the tag that's been 
hung on a sleepy stretch of 
land that lends a semi-rural 
view to passersby, but gives 
the city council a headache. 


Bounded by Center Road, 
South Novato Boulevard and 
Diablo Avenue, the triangular 
p a r c e l represents a large 
chunk of downtown land. 21 3 
acres, 
mostly 
vacant 
and 
largrlv undeveloped. 


This open acreage, a rarity 
in a downtown area, has be 
come a battleground for the 
traditional clash of property 
owners and planners. 


SEDWAY AND COOKE, the 
c i t y 's planning consultants, 
recommended that the unde­ 
veloped area be developed into 
a “ garden apartment complex 
clustered 
around 
a 
central 
open space focused on Warner 
Creek.” 
Triangle property owners, 14 
in all, have battled to retain 
commercial zoning for their 
lands, and have called the con­

dream that isn't feasible.

ment that Novato, with an am­ 
ple supply of shopping centers, 
doesn’t need another super­ 
market and chain drug store 
located at the site. 


When debates heat up. there 
are charges that Sedway and 
Cooke designated the triangle 
area for apartments so com­ 
mercial development could be 
channeled to the regional shop­ 
ping center they have pro­ 
posed for the Pinheiro Ranch 
property, north of the present 
downtown. 


THE 
CITY 
planning staff 
has labeled the idea of having 
apartments close to the down­ 
town area as sound, and feels 
it would e n h a n c e Warner 
Creek which runs through the 
triangle. 


Property owner-? contended 
that the integrated plan for the 
proposed apartment develop­ 
ment. requiring cooperation of 
all property owners, is impos­ 
sible to achieve. 


“ It's hard enough to get two 
property o w n e r s together.”

Since the Constitution per­ 
mits you to defend your own 
home, it is possible that more 
policemen will be shot than 
narcotics will he found. 


This will make the cops up­ 
tight. and so. to protect them­ 
selves. they’ll start shooting 
first, and before you know it 
there will be blood baths all 
over the country. 


The reason law enforcement 
officials say they need the “ no 
knock” law is that, if they 
knock first, the suspects inside 
the house will flush narcotic 
e v i d e n c e down the toi’et. 
only a s rong “ no knock” law, 
they c!a:m. can prevent any-

as we have seen in Phoenix, it 
can only lead to a shoot-cut, 
because the people inside the 
house can never be certain 
that the people crashing into 
their home are policemen. 


THERE IS a solution to this 
problem which we think could 
satisfy the law-and-order peo- 
p'e. as well as the innocent 
home owner. 


I am proposing that the “ no 
knock” law be stricken from 
the books and replaced w tli a 
“ no flush” law. 


This is how it would work: 
The police would still have to 
get a warrant to enter some­ 
one’s home. They would also 
have to knock before entering. 
But if it were a narcotics or 
g a m b l i n g raid, they ’.vould 
have to shout at the top of 
their voices. “ This is a raid. 
Anyone who flushes the toilet 
will be arrested.” 


One policeman would be sta­ 
tioned 
by 
the watc * 
meter 
nearest the house or apart­ 
ment to monitor any fluctua­ 
tion in water pressure during 
the raid. 


WHEN THE PO LIC E entei 
the apartment, they wiiPhave 
the

sumed to have committed a 
crime, and this evidence will 


be accepted bv the court as 
prima-faeie evidence of guilt. 


The “ no flu'h” 1 ¡w may be 
considered by c:vil lihi ••lari- 
ans as an invasion of privacy, 
but it is certainly mor* accent- 
able than a "‘no knock" law, 
and safer, too. I made this 
suggestion at the annual meet­ 
ing of the American Bar Asso­ 
ciation in St. Lotus in a speech 
last summer, but they only 
laughed at me.

Kwalick, reserve tight end for 
the 49ers, told the members of 
the 49er Goal Rushers booster 
club yesterday:

Going into that game we 
were up in the clouds and 
some of us might have been 
looking ahead to the Rams or 


thinking about the playoffs. 
Now we’ll have to take the 
games one at a time.” 


Kwalick. speaking at the Goal 
Rushers’ luncheon meeting at

Kwalick, a No. 1 draft pick by 
the 49ers two years ago out of 
Penn State, confided to the 
boosters group he was ex­ 
pecting to have a red face 
and $100 less in his wallet 
when the team spent a good 
part of today studying the hor­ 


ror films of Sunday’s game in 
Detroit. 


“ When the Lions .scored their 
last touchdown I was so mad I 
slammed my helmet down and 
just started walking up and 
down in front of the bench. It 
was only AFTER the extra 
point kick that I remembered I 
was supposed to be out on the 
field on the special team. For a 
mental error like that, it’s an 
automatic $100 fine. Nobody no­ 
ticed it, but when the coaches 
study the film and see that

One of the club members 
asked Kwalick what he thought 


about the idea that players be 
fined for fumbles. 


“ I would be strongly against

In order to play soccer in the 
Marin County Athletic League, 
you have to be willing to under­ 
go certain rigid tests of faith. 
First, you have to play only be­ 
tween the end of football season 
and the start of basketball, 
which makes your season about 
half as long as for either of 
those major sports. 
Since it will undoubtedly be 
raining all season long, you’ll 
have to play the majority of 
your games on fields that could 
pass for swamps. And you'll 
play dressed in a short sleeved 
shirt and shorts. The tempera­ 
ture at game time will be be­ 
tween 50 and 00 degrees. 
Obviously, soccer players, at 
least in Marin, are a dedicated 
lot. They enjoy almost no pub­ 
licity, and play to bus-stop sized 
crowds. 
The lack of spectators is un­ 
derstandable. Few people know 
the rules, and almost everyone 


agrees that the most popular i 
sport in the world outside the 
U.S. cannot compete in favor 
with the violence and sophistica- j 
ticn of American sports. 
Yet against all the odds, soc- j 
cer is growing in this country, 
and in Marin. Four years ago 
aTmalpais High School in Mill j 
Valley fielded the county’s first j 
team, and began encouraging 
other schools to take up soccer. 
Last year, with five of eight 
schools competing, the MCAL 
officially embraced the sport. 
This year all s c h o o l s have 
teams, and soccer is here to 
stay. 
“ The reason soccer came to 
Marin was student demand." 
says Bill Monti, coach of the 
San 
Rafael 
Bulldogs. 
“ Be­ 
cause there was so much soccer 
in physical education, the stu­ 
dents began to demand it on a 
higher level. It was a natural 
evolutio*.” 
As interest in the sport grows, 
there is a move underway to 


move the season back into the 
fall, and' into direct competition 
with football. The advantages of 
playing in the early months of 
the school year are many. Not 
only would it mean a drier sea­ 
son. it would mean a longer one 
— a double round robin as op­ 
posed to the round and a half 
season. Under the current ar­ 
rangement, four teams from the 
North-San Marin, Novato, Terra 
Linda and San Rafael, play 
each other twice and each team 
from the South once. The South 
consisting of Drake, Tam, Red­ 
wood and Marin Catholic, fol­ 
lows the same theme.
